KOUROPATKIN ON 
SECRET OF DEFEAT 


Amazing Revelation of Rus- 
sian Army’s Shortcomings 
in Disastrous War 
with Japan. 


‘A HISTORY OF BLUNDERS.’ 


Officers Incapable, Cowardly, Dis- 
obedient; Men Sullen and 
Clumsy ; Supplies En- 
tirely Inadequate.

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 14.—Gen,. Kouro- 
patkin's history of the Russo-Japanese war, 
which was confiscated by the Russian gov- 
ernment, has at last become accessible, de- 
spite the most extreme precautions to pre- 
vent this galling official indictment from 
reaching the public, 

The work is remarkable for its historic 
value as the closing chapter of the war from 
the pen of the commander in chief and for 
the merciless criticism of the men and meas- 
ures which im Kouropatkin’s estimate swept 
Russia and its army to inevitable defeat. 

The work consists of three bulky volumes, 
respectively devoted to the three crucial 
events of the war—the battle of Liaoyang, 
the battle of the Sha river, and the battle 
of Mukden. The voluminous general orders, 
statistics, reports, and other documentary 
matter have been collated by Col. Belkhov- 
etoneff of the general staff. 


been formulated constitute most amazing 
revelations of disorganization and incapacity 
and even of disobedience of specific and ur- 
gent orders on the part of certain general 
officers intrusted with high commands in the 
field, notably Gen. Kaulbars, against whom 
a formidable indictment is framed, saddling 
upon his shoulders practically the entire re- 
sponsibility for the crushing defeat at Muk- 


den. 
Japs Ready, Russians Not. 


Kouropatkin's reasons for the failure of the 
War are based chiefly on a comparison of 
the warlike spirit of the Japanese, their 
preparedness and valor. which he says had 
never been seen in any previous war, and 
their ability to maintain the numerical su- 
Periority necessary to assume the offensive 
with the disadvantages of Russia, owing to 
the inadequacy of the single track railway 
from Europe, in feeding her fighting 
strength, with commanding officers disobey- 
ing orders and ina hopeless state of confu- 
sion and cross purposes, with a low state of 
morale and confidence among the troops and 
continuous news from home of internal trou- 
bles and of insults and reproaches against the 
army. 

The general closes his survey of the.cause 
of the defeat of the Russians with the pa- 
thetic reflection that if Russia had been 
united and ready to make the sacrifices nec- 


tj mit 


striven till the foe was subdue 

The Mukden volume opens with +. sketch 
of the early events of the war, showing that 
there were divided counsels from the out- 
set over the defenses of Port Arthur. In 
February,, 1904, Kouropatkin presented two 
memoranda to the emperor concerning the 
plan of operations. In the first he wrote: 

** During the earlier period of the cam- 
paign our chief task must be not to permit 
our troops to be beaten in detail but to gradu- 
ally strengthen them and prepare ourselves 
for an advance. We must begin it with suf- 
ficient forces and not until we have all the 
necessaries for an uninterrupted advance 
during a cOmparatively long time.”’ 

On the margin of this memorandum the 
emperor wrote the laconic comment, “‘ Just 
s0."” 

Army Utterly Inadequate. 
Kouropatkin goes on to show how his ef- 
forts to realize this program were check-. 
mated in numerous ways by the deficiencies 
of the army and the lack of’ transport and 
artillery horges, dwelling upon the details 
given in order to show the utter inadequacy 
of the Manchurian army to cope with the 
situation. Indeed, after tracing the events 
down to the end of May, Kouropatkin admits 
that had Gen. Kuroki grasped a critical posi- 
tion on the Russian east front, which 
‘‘ fortunately for us he did not, he could have 
seized Liaoyang as early as the beginning 
of June.”’ 

Speaking of the condition and morale of 
the Russian troops, Kouropatkin says that 
in reviewing them he noticed the significant 
lack of strength, especially in the case of of- 
ficers, among the reservists, many of whom 
were old and the majority “ heavy, clumsy, 
or undersized.”’ He says of these that “ be- 
lieving they had been unjustly called to the 
colors, they came in a sulky frame of mind, 
refusing to fraternize with the regulars.’’ 

The company commanders did not know 
their men, and among them were many 
who had just been appointed to commands 
and were quite unfit for their posts. So con- 
stituted, the Tenth corps, from which so 
much wags expected, met with defeat after 
defeat and “‘feM far short of justifying the 
expectations which we had the right to en- 
tertain of famous old regiments of the Rus- 
sian army.’ 

The whole narrative is a dismal retrospect 
of unpreparedness, disorganization, and 


/ was 


cross purposes. Kouropatkin says of this 
famous Tenth corps that little energy was 
shown by its commander, and that there 
*“ insufficient firmness in the cage of 


ecrtain regiments, especially among the re- 


serviste, rank and file, who under various 
pretextse went to the rear.’’ 


Why Army Had to Retreat. 


Regarding the general causes leading to the | 


retreat of the Manchurian army, Kouro- 
patkin, ih reporting to the emperor, summed 
them up as follows: 

The preponderance of the Japanese forces; 
their incomparably better preparedness for 
action in a mountainous country and in hot 
weather; their greater youth, lighter equip- 
ment, and plentiful mountain artillery and 
pack trains; their extreme patriotic spirit; 
their energetic and capable. officers, and 
finally the “ insufficient warlike spirit of our 
own troops in consequence of the obscurity 
surrounding the objects and causes of the 
war,” 

Gen. Bilderling’s tactics at Liaoyang are 
severely criticised. His troops are described 
as being raw, inexperienced, and untrust- 
worthy, and they met with constant failure. 

Gen. Oriloff’s force of 12.000 men simply 
polted from the fieid in wild disorder, with 
the result that a splendid position was lost. 

What wae lacking throughout the fighting 
at Liaoyang, Kouropatkin says, was “’ great- 
er effort on the part of the troops and more 
capable handling on the part of their lead- 
ers.”’

Fifteen States Join Movement to 


Cut Railroad Rates. 


OPPOSITION IS SWEPT ASIDE. 


Pennsylvania Last in Line; House Is 
Unanimous, 


The 2 cent railroad fare crusade is sweeping 
through the United States. In nearly a score 


‘of state legislatures bills fixing a maximum 


rate for the carrying of passengers on rail- 
roads at 2 cents a mile are pending, and in 
most of these states the bill seems certain to 


be passed. 

Ohio led the way a year ago by passing a 2 
cent fare law. The railroads of that state 
adjusted themselves to the law and made the 
rates without an appeal to the courts. 

Already this year the legislatures of West 
Virginia and Arkansas have sent 2 cent fare 
bills to the governors for their signatures. 

In Iowa, Indiana, Missouri, and Pennsyl- 
vania the 2 cent bill has passed one or the 
other of the two houses of the legislature. 

In only one state so far, South Dakota, has 
the 2 cent fare bill been definitely defeated. 

The movement is more general in its scope 
than the famous granger legislation of many 
decades ago, when many states of the mid- 
dle west cut Carat te fares to 3. centsa mile. 
Their right to do so was upheld by the United 
States Supreme court after a bitter legal 
fight. cams 

How the States Line Up. 

Following is a summary of the status of the 
2 cent fare legislation in the various states: 
ARKANGAS—Pacsed without giving the railroads 

a chance to present their side of the case, 
INDIANA—Senate bill making a passenger ticket 

rate of 2 cents per mile and 2% cents when col- 

lected on trains passed house; final passage cer- 
tain. 

I10WA—Passed house on Tuesday, now before rail-

Finally, 
by threatening to call the sergeant at arma, 
the speaker managed to restore a semblance 
of order. 

Lone Champion Jeered, 


Mr. Blakeslee of Carbon, who opposed the 
bill on second reading yesterday, spoke 
again, but the house refused to take him 
seriously and answered the questions he pro- 
pounded in chorus.

/MBAT TRAINS ARE STOPPED. 


Strike of Switchmen Ties Up 
Shipments from Stockyards. 


ACTION INDORSED BY UNION. 


Sequel of Chicago Junction Road’s Re- 
fusal to Discharge Man. 


A strike of twenty-six switchmen, em- 
ployés of the Chicago Junction railway, has 
tied up the business of the stockyards pack- 
ing plants as far as shipping any of their 
products out of or into Chicago is concerned. 

The men walked out last evening because 
of a trivial difference between the Switch- 
men’s union and the Chicago Junction rail- 
road, and not a pound of the thousands of 
tons of meats moved daily was touched after 
the strike was called. 

Unless the concessions asked by the men 
are granted today there is every probability 
that the strike will grow, as the strike was 
indorsed by the Council of Freight Handlers’ 
union, the members of which agreed not to 
teuch any freight carried into the yards by 
other roads. 

Hundreds Thrown Out of Work. 

Even the comparatively insignificant walk- 
out of the switchmen threw hundreds of men 
out. of work last night, and if the differences 
are not patched up early this morning it is 
difficult to say how manw men will be made 
idle, Besides the switchmen all of the freight 
handlers, engineers, and other men employed 
about the railroad and in handling the freight 
in the yards now are idle. 

The trouble grew out of a seemingly 
trifling difference between the switchmen 
and the representatives of the Junction rail- 
road. An “ outside’ man—one not living In 
Chicago—was employed, the union men de- 
olare, to fill the position of checking clerk. 
The job does not pay more than $75°a month, 
but it was looked upon as a violation of the 
rule of seniority, and the business agent of 
the switchmen’s union immediately called 
upon R. J. Fitzgerald, superintendent of the 
road, and demanded that the new checking 
clerk be discharged and that a union man 
employed about the yards who was entitled 
to the job be given the place. 

Demand of Union Refused. 

“The union can’t run this road. That's 

what I’m hired for,” Fitagerald is reported to 
replied. 

This caine incited the men to make as 

much trouble for the offending superintend- 

ent and his road as was in their power. 

The officers of the union were conferred 
with. and a strike order was the result. A 
few minutes after the strike there was a 
meeting of the council of the freight handlers’ 
union and the seal of the approval of that 
organization followed, making the likelihood 
of a general strike today apparent. 

The Chicago Junction road is the system 

of veins which encircles the stockyards, 
touches every one of the big plants, and is 
the only means of taking freight to and from 
the yards. The engines of this road, manned 
by the crews employed by the same system, 
take the cars from every other road running 
into Chicago and distribute them on. to the 
side tracks of the firms to whom they are 
consigned. 

Freight Handlers in Sympathy. 

The only means of fighting the strikers 
that appeared last night—that of permitting 
the outside roads to run their own trains 
over the tracks of the Chicago Junction— 
was removed by the switchmen’s union when 
they secured the approval of the freight 
handlers. Neither union freight handlers 
nor union switchmen employed by other 
roade, under their present agreement, will 
handle freight of any sort that comes into 
contact with the road against which the

With a businesslike directness such as the 
average man conducted political convention 
never dreamed. of, the National American 
Woman Suffrage association opened its an- | 
nual session yesterday in Music hall, organ- 
ized its convention in three minutes, and | 
plunged into the midst of things.

~ Praises “Sisters in England.” 

“It is a great year for the cause of wom- 
an suffrage,” said Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, 
president o8 the association, in closing her 
annual address at the session in the’ aft- 
ernoon, “ when women have borne stripes, 
disgrace; and imprisonment for righteous- 
ness’ sake. And while the methods of 
our English sisters are not ours, I. rejoice 
that my countrywomen—for I was born in 
Engignd—are willing to suffer as they have | 
We admire them and we hon- 
or them, and therefore we send them tonight 
our word of sympathy.”’ 

Aside from the addresses of welcome, of 
which there were no less than eléven, the 
day was occupied largely with reports of the 
progtess of those who are fighting to amend 
the constitutions of the various states. 

The height of the day’s enthusiasm in the 
convention came with the introduction of the 
“negro problem" and its bearing on wom- 
an suffrage in the southern states. This 
came at the close of the afternoon session, 
in an address by Miss Kate M. Gordon, sec- 
retary of the association, herself a resident of 
New Orleans. 


Sees Cure for “Negro Problem.” 


“If any pert of the country heeds woman's 
suffrage,”’ said Miss Gordon in telling of the 
recent experiment of New Orleans with mu- 
nicipal suffrage for women, “ the south needs 
it! We have men down there who tel) us 
that they want to preserve woman’s g00d- 
ness, her purity—those feminine qualities 
which appeal to men! One committeemanh 
im New Orleans said he had a Virginia 
mother and didn’t want to dreg her from the 
pedestal—and so om You've all heard it!

New Britain, Conn., Feb. 14.—No clew.as 
to the whereabouts of William F. Walker, the 
missing tre&surer of ‘the Savings Bank of 
New.Britain,. nor of the bonds which he took 
has been received by the directors of the in- 
stitution. The run on the bank has ended, 
and the actual shortage remains unchanged 
at $565,000. 

The directors think the greater portion of 
the missing securities have been hypothe 
cated, as inquiry among financial interests 
in New York city brought out the fact that 
Walker would have been ‘unable to dispose 
of the securities except at a considerable 
sacrifice, owing to the state of the market, 
but he would have been able to borrow 
money on them without much difficulty. 
Prosecuting Attorney Mitchell, on his own 
initiative, today drew up a warrant for the 
arrest of Walker on the charge of appropriat- 
ing to his own use two bonds of $1,000 each 
belonging to the bank, and sent word to New 
York that the missing treasurer was wanted 
on a criminal charge.

America Going Backward. 
Following Miss Gordon the subject of “ry. 
nicipal Suffrage for Women ’’ was announced 
for discussion. The discussion was conducted 
by Mrs. Florence Kelley of New York, vice 
president of the association. 

“We are not doing well by our women in 
this enlightened country,” said Mrs. Kelley. 
“ Fourteen of the countries of Europe have 
recently formed a treaty absolutely pro- 
hibiting night work for women and children. 
We were not invited to join this treaty be- 
cause it is known that under the idlosyn- 
cracies of our constitution we are debarred 
from any such action. 

“Our government has ‘a very convenient 
echeme for the senators and representatives 
who don’t, want to go on record in this mat- 
ter of the labor of women andchildren. Pro- 
posed legislation on this subject goes to the 
judiciary committee of the house, who guess 
as to whether a measure is constitutional or 
not. In that way the legislation is buried and 
the women of this country are less protected 
in life and limb when taey are working than 
those of any other civilized nation. As Eu- 
rope is moving forward in this we are moy- 
ing backward.”’ 

Uthers who participated in the discussion 
were Miss Anna F. Nicholes, Miss Sophro- 
nisba Breckenridge of the University of Chi- 
cago, Mrs. Lida D. Monroe, who reported 
the progress of municipa! suffrage for women 
in Kansas, and. Mies Gordon, who spoke on

Tiff Over Mayor’s Sympathies. 

At the evening session a ripple of excite- 
ment was started by an incipient tiff be- 
tween Dr. Shaw and Mrs. Katherine Waugh 
McCullough of Evanston in regard td the 
woman's suffrage sympathies of Mayor 
Dunne. 

Dr. Howard S. Taylor had just finished an 
address of welcome as the personal repre- 
sentative of Mayor Dunne in which he de- 
clared emphatically that woman's suffrage 
in Chicago would result in a purification of 
local politics. 

“I think we ought to thank Mayor Dunne,”’ 
said Dr. Shaw, as the speaker sat down, “ for 
substituting for himself a man like Dr. 
Taylor! ”’ 

Mrs. McCullough, in the audience, was 
on her feet in a. moment. 

‘I don’t: want sany slight on Mayor 
Dunne!” she cried. ** He would have made 
just as good a woman's suffrage speech as 
Dr. Taylor!” 

“T had no intention of any slight on the 
mayor of Chicago,” returned Dr. Shaw with 
@ quiet smile. “ But I think he showed 
excellent judgment, just the same.”’

Shaw signaled for silence, pointing to an 
amethyst pin which she wore. The pin, she 
said, was given her by Susan B. Anthony, the 
leader of the international women suffrage 
movement, three, days before she died, in 
March, 1906. 

“She told me that she had Intended to 
give it to me on my sixtieth birthday,” said 
oF Shaw. “TI have not worn ft until to- 

ay.”

D. C., Feb. 14.—Temperance 
advocates 1,000 strong marched through the 
national capitol in support of the bill Intro- 


duced by Representative Webber of Ohio to

Men, women, and children, representing 
Fcore of total abstinence orders and the lead- 
ing churches of the district, formed the pro- 
cession, which moved through the capitol for 
more than two hours, while Representative 
and other prohibition advocates were 
speaking before the house committee on the 


District of Columbia in an effort to secure 
a favorable report on the bill. 
Repeatedly the crusaders moved about the 
rotunda under the great dome of the capitol, 
and again and again the leaders of the move- 
ment remarked: ‘‘ We're moving just as 
around the walis of Jericho, and the barriers 
of the demon rum will fall.”’ . 
In the committee room Representative 
Webber, in support of his bill, declared that 
liquor is responsible for the condition of 90 
per cent of the persons in the jail, workhouse, 
and insane hospitals. 
In support of his declaration that prohibi- 
tion had been a failure wherever it was tried 
Robert Crane quoted from statements of 
Bishop Henry C. Potter, the Protestant 
Episcopal bishop of New York. The mention 
of Bishop Potter’s name called forth derisive 
laughter followed by hissing from the tem- 
perance advocates in the committee room. 
Mr. Crane said the south was mistaken in 
its movement for prohibition and that the 
laws. regulating liquor seiuing in Tennessee 
and Kentucky have been a-failure. This 
brought an emphatic denial from Represent- 
ative Sims of Tennessee, who said the speaker 
had no knowledge of what he was talking 
abougand declared that the state of Tennes- 
see has found its prohibition legislation an 
unquahfied success. 
. Mise Phoebe Cousins was among the speak- 
ers who opposed prohibition legislation for 
the District of Columbia. She denounced the 
temperance advocates who hissed the name 
of Bishop Potter and said such intolerance 
was a sign of narrow mindedness. She said 
her opposition to prohibition is due to experi- 
ence she has had in prohibition states, where 
she found that the law against liquor selling 
resulted in unlawful traffic in liquor as well 
as deception and general lawlessness.

The 
rest of the prisoners were condemned to pay 
fines of $5 each. or. undergo two weeks in 
jail.

Stanislav Kozcelsk!, one of 
the prisoners, confessed in writing to the 
police that he bought ammonta in a drug 
store at Center avenue and West Fourteenth 
street, and that the ammonia was mixed with 
whisky. 

According to the police, the girl went to the 
boarding House owned by Helena Knofstock, 
in West Fourteenth street, late Tuesday aft- 
ernoon. She slept there Tuesday night and 
remained all day Wednesday. In the after- 
noon several of the men under arrest, who 
live In the boarding house, bought beer and 
whisky. According to the confession of Kor- 
celski, several pails of beer were carried into 
the house before he bought the ammonia 
with which the police say the girl was

TO ENTER TRACTION DECREE. 


City Will Act in Conformity with Fed- 
eral Supreme Court Ruling on 
99 Year Franchises. 


Corporation Counsel Lewis instructed At- 
torney Edgar B. Tolman yesterday to pre- 
pare and have entered in Judge Grosscup’s 
court a decree in conformity with the de- 
cision of the United States Supreme court 
in the ninety-nine year traction franchise 
cases, which declared the street car com- 
panies no longer hold franchises in certain 
streets of the city. 

Col, Lewis said the decree was not entered 
before because Walter L. Fisher, formerly 
special traction counsel, had been given to 
understand that if the adverse decree were 
entered against the roads before the traction 
ordinances were agreed on, such action 
would interfere with arrangements to se- 
cure money upon the company’s new bond 
issue which was said to be netessary for a 
complete rehabilitation. 

**Does the entering of the decrees mean 
that the companies will be prohibited from 
using the streets?’’ Col. Lewis wae asked. 

*“ Not at all,” he replied. “ Wedo not in- 
tend to take such drastic action. They will 
be permitted to go right on carrying passen- 
gers and good service will be enforced from 
them under the ordinance passed by the city 
council: just before the summer holidays.” 


POSTAL GIVES OPERATORS 
15 PER CENT WAGE ADVANCE. 


Goes Western Union “One Better” in 
Fixing Schedule of Pay for Em- 
ployes—Telegraphers Meet Sunday. 


The Postal Telégraph company “‘ went the 
Western Union one better ”’ yesterday when 
as the result of a meeting of directors in 
New York it was announced that the Postal 
employés throughout the country would re- 
ceive an increase of 15 per cent in pay. 

One feature of the increase granted to the 
Postal employés is the fact that there has 
been no request or even a movement on 
foot for the increased wages. In the state- 
ment drawn up by the officials of the com- 
pany there is a tacit admission that the in- 
crease was granted in an effort to keep the 
wages of the Postal men above those of the 
Western Union. 

President William Baker said it was the 
desire of the company to “ continue to give 
better salaries and conditions to itsmen than 
any other company, and, therefore, the 15 
per cent increase had been given.”’

Such 
an announcement ‘was needed to revive the 
hopes of Mr. Harrison's friends, who feared 
Mayor Dunne was gaining ground and that 
unless Mr. Harrison ‘could make a better 
showing by tomorrow he would be out of 
the race, 


Sullivan Holds the Key. | 


Mr. Sullivan holds the key, it is believed, to 
the democratic mayoralty nomination. He 
was invited, through his brother, to attend 
the roundup tomorrew night at the Grand 
Pacific in the interest of Mr. Harrison. 

Soon afterward Mr. Tansey gave out a 
statement claiming 715 delegates for Mr, Har- 
rison and giving Mavor Dunne the remaining 
278 on the first ballot.

HOME RULE BILL I$ READY 


PLEDGE TO IRISH PARTY KEPT BY 
GOVERNMENT, 1 


Measure to Be Introduced Provides 
for Rule by Council Partly Eleetive 
and Partly Nominative—Evicted 
Tenants to Receive Immediate As- 
sistance in Regaining Homes—Lord 
OClanricarde’s Treatment of Pens- 
ants Scored in House,

LONDON, Feb. 14.—The government's fol- 
lowers in the house of commons revolted to- 
night and by a vote of 192.to 190 rejected 
the proposal to issue a.,new ‘writ for Worces- 
ter city, which was disfranchised for cor- 
rupt practices after the election there last 
year, and since has not been represented. 

Sir J. Lawson Walton, attorney general, 
set for the reasons for restoring the fran- 
chise despite the flagrant corruption that 
had caused the disfranchisement. Mr. Her- 
bert Asquith, chancellor of the exchequer, 
supported the proposal, ‘adding that the 
prime minister, Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man, who was absent, concurred. Worces- 
ter, however, is regarded as a safe opposi- 
tion seat and the rank and file of the lb- 
erals and nationalists. are not giving any 
chances to the enemy even at the govern- 
ments behest. They accordingly turned down 
the proposal and Worcester remains with- 
out a representative in the house. 


Heralds Home Rule Bill. 


Following closély upon his announcement 
yesterday of the intention of the go.ernment 
to introduce a measure to improve the gov- 


ernment of Ireland, Augustine Birrell, chief | 


secretary for Ireland, gave formal notice to- 


day that a bill ‘‘ to establish an Irish coun- | 


cil and for other purposes connected there- 
with ” would be introduced. 

Thus is the liberal government keeping its 
promise to the nationalists to place Irish leg- 


islation to the forefront of the present ses- | 


sion of parliament. One of the most difficult 
details which faced the government was 
whether the council should be elected or nom- 
inated. In the original draft of this billan 
entirely nominative body was proposed, but 
John E. Redmond, the Irish leader, rejected 
this as useless and a proposal which he and 
the other Irish leaders could not support. 

The bil of which Mr, Birrell now has given 
notice will provide for a @ouncil in which the 
elective element will predominate. A num- 
ber of nominative members are retained in 
order to placate the liberals,.who are opposed 
to an entirely representative body. 


Legislative Rights Limited. 


It is understood also that this council will 
have extensive administrative powers, but 
ite right to legislate will be limited. This 
feature has been accepted by the Irish lead- 
ers. - Nothing definite is known as to the 
amount of financial control to be intrusted 
to the council, but to satisfy Irishmen this 
will have to be large. There is no doubt that 
the powers now centered in numerous boards 
controlling the administration of Ireland will 
be handed over to the council. 

Speaking in the house this evening, Mr. 
Birrell said the question of the restoration 
of evicted tenants to their homes was one of 
primary importance, and brooked no delay. 


‘He referred to the action of Lord Clanricarde 


in refusing to reinstate the tenants on his 
estates, and hinted that it would be quite 
justifiabie to take over the administration of 
these estates. In conclusion the caief secre- 
tary for Ireland pledged the government to 
take effective measures to secure the rein- 
statement of evicted tenants.

After the falt of Port Arthur Kouropatkin 
describes his plan for a great turning move- 
ment and the blame for its failure was thrown 
upon Gen. Grippenberg. 

“It is regrettable,’ says Kouropatkin, “‘ that 
a fortnight before the commencement of otir 
advance the chances of success were over- 
turned by certain orders of Grippenberg, 
which revealed to the enemy the nature of 
our intended movement.’’ 

Concerning the reverse at Sandepu, Kotro- 
patkin says; : 

“It was impossible that it could have ended 
otherwise in view of the absolute unpre- 
paredness of the attack.

Kaulbars’ Many Blunders. 


How Kaulbars failed to stop Gen. Nogi’s 
victorious advance is related with much de- 
tail and constitutes in itself a vivid recital 
of the blunders, cross purposes, incapacity, 
and consequent disaster. Kaulbars is direct- 
ly accused of failure to carry out his instruc- 
tions and of fatal inactivity in defiance of 
urgent, reiterated orders at crucial periods 
of the prolonged and momentous conflict. 

‘The manner in which Gen. Kaulbars di- 
rected the operations of his cavalry was in- 
effective and unhappy,’’ Gen. Kouropatkin 
says. ‘‘ His tinfortunate choice of officers 
resulted im operatione which were unskill- 
ful and marked by lack of devotion. The 
cavalry division under Maj. Gen. Grekoff, and 
two forces under Eicholz and Pavloff, in 
disobedience to specific orders, operated 
against Oku instead of against Nogi. There 
was no combination, and most of the detach- 
ments of cavalry remained inactive and re- 
fused to separate themselves from theinfan- 
try. The infantry of the second army, which 
wae’ ordered to advance, remained entirely 
passive and made no attempt to challenge 
the enemy. The detachments of cavalry also 
did. nothing.

After pointing out.several other mistakes 
of which the Japanese took full advantage, 
Kouropatkin’s “conclusions” declare that 
“ Kaulbars, in spite of the commander in 
chief’s orders to begin the attack, remained 
inactive and did not even know the disposi- 
tion of the troops under his command. The 
next day Kaulbars again made no move, and 
disregarded the orders of the commander in 
chief energetically to attack the enemy’s left 
wing.”’ 

Details of the forces at the disposal of 
Kaulbars are tabulated, and. it is shown that 
“‘ down to Feb. 25, thirty-five battalions never 
went into action, while the Japanese were 
successfully carrying on a turning movement 
before their eyes. 

“At this time,” Kouropatkin contizues, 
“ the commander in chief ordered Gen. Kaul- 
bars to send all the troops he cou‘d.to the 
right bank.of the river. He did exactly the 
contrary, moving two regiments over toe the 


100 battalions and' thrown them against Nog. 
Kaulbars not only disobeyed the order to 
throw troops across the river, but, having 
lost five days, he went so far in allowing the 
turning movement that on Feb. 22 part of his 
force was still operating, not against Nogi, 
but against Oku’s left wing. 

“The loss of time and the weakness of the 
force opposed to Nogi constitutes the entire 
explanation of our failure at Mukden.”’ 

Kaulbars is further blamed for neglecting 
to reorganize his forces, which were in a 
state of great confusion; for drawing reck- 
lessly upon the reserves, and for many other 
shortcomings.

WHITES AND BLACKS KILLED 
IN VIRGINIA RACE RIOT. 


Negroes, Driven from Railway Con- 
struction Camp, Take to Cover and 
Open Fire. 


Roanoke, Va., Feb. 14.—[Special. ]—Several 
negroes and whites have been killed and 
wounded in a race riot that has been in 
progress all day near Thaxton, twenty miles 
east of this city, at the railroad camp of 
the Vaughan Construction company on the 
Tidewater railway. 

A number of negroes rebelled early in the 
day when some men of their own color were 
discharged by a foreman. The whites ral- 
lied to the support of the foreman and dis- 
persed the blacks. The negroes took to cover 
and have been keeping up a steady fire on 
the whites. 

The negroes have cut the telegraph line 
between this city and the camp, so nothing 
definite can be learned tonight. Fortunately, 
communication was not interrupted until 
the whites had asked for assistance, A 
number of deputy sheriffs have gone to the 
scene of the conflict.

Block Island, R. L., Feb. 14.—Another name 
was added tonight to the roll of the Larch- 
mont’s dead when one of the survivors, Sam- 
uel L. ~L.” McCombe of Manchester, N. ct., 
died from the effects of exposure. This re- 
duces the number of those saved to eighteen 
and makes the known total of the dead 129. 

A second charge of cowardice was made to- 
day against Capt. McVey and thecrew of the 
wrecked steamer. Mise Sadie Galup, one of 
the two women saved, made it In the course 
of the first story she has been able to tell 
since she was taken unconscious and more 
than half dead from a raft... 


Boy Captain a Coward. 

Miss Galup stated to several of the news- 
paper men that when she begged either Capt. 
McVey or Purser Young to take her in their 
boats they pushed her back, and the lifeboat 
left the Larchmont with only six persone in 
it. She was emphatic in her charge against 
Capt. McVey and the officers of the Larch- 
mont. 

Miss Galup, who had remained unconsciou 
since being brought ashore, only regal 
éonsciousness this afternoon and was eager 
to make a statement. Her condition was so 
grave yesterday that HM was impossible to 
take her to Providence with the other sur- 
vivors, but it was stated tonight that she 
will recover, although her hands and feet 
are badly frost bitten. 

Capt. McVey. who is but 26 years old, and 
probably the youngest captain plying the 
sound, has been ordefed by the United States. 
steamboat inspectors to submit a detailed 
report of the wreck to the board. Capt. 
McVey explains that while his boat may have 
been the first in the water he remained by 
his ship until she went down. He says that 
he made no move to get into his boat until he 
had given orders to his men to lower all 
bo.ts and clear away the rafts, 


Another Suicide Revealed. 

One more grim harvest of 28 victims of the 
illfated steamer Larchmont, which the Block 
Island fishermen gathered yesterday in near- 
by waters, was sent to the mainland today, 
As the death ship left, still another victim 
was brought in by the fishing schooner The- 
resa, making in all seventy-four bodie# that 
have been recovered here. 

The last recovered body is that of a negro, 
evidently a waiter. Over the head and in- 
casing one arm was a life preserver, while 
the other arm was free? As the body was 
landed on the dock the lapel of the coat fell 
back, disclosing a wound in tne throat, which 
had the appearance of havitig been made by a 
knife. It is believed that the man took his 
own life with the hand that was free to end 
his agony. 

Dr. John Champlin, medical examiner for 
New Shoreham, examined all the bodies here 
before they were removed. In each case he 
gave the cause of death as freezing. Not one 
of the persons nad been drowned, he said, the 
terrible cold almost instantly freezing to 
death those who were plunged into the water, 
while others were frozen in the boats or on 
rafts or pieces of wreckage.

ment agency bill in the house license com- 
The setback may be only temporary, but it 
was successful in the measure up for 
the time being. Thig bill seeks to protect a 
class of people unfortunate enough to be de- 
pendent on other efforts than their own to 
secure a chance to earn a. livelihood. 
Supt. Cruden of the Chicago South Side 
free employment bureau, who is delegated 
by the state labor commissioners with the 
supervision of the Chicago employment agen- 
cles, has been yneble, under the present law, 
to prevent many of the abuses, and he and 
others interested tn the subject are asking 
for a law which will enable the state to 
exercise an effective control of independent 
agencies. “ 
The bill introduced by Representative Ton 
would make it impossible for an agency to 
charge a fee without obtaining employment 
for the.person paying for that service, and 
would prevent the publication of “ blind ad- 
vertisements in newspapers, two of the prac- 
tices most complained of. 


Fear of Fight Realized. 


Advocates of the measure feared the oppo- 
sition of certain agencies to such an extent 
that it was desired to have the committee 
act as rapidly as possible and prevent the 
killing of the bill before it got a chance on 
the flodr of the house. Chairman Brady 
called a meeting today to give a hearing to 
Supt. Cruden and Secretary David Ross of 
the bureau of labor and statistics, and im- 
mediate action on the measure was urged. 
Mr. Cruden told the committeemen that the 
changes proposed in the measure were wel- 
comed by all agencies conducting their bus!- 
ners in a fair and honorable manner. 

*“ Only about twenty-five agencies are op- 
posed to the bill,” he said. ‘“ Since it was 
introduced a number of amendments have 
been made removing the objections of al! but 
two or three agencies. These are the firms 
which are profiting most by the practices 
which would be made illegal by this act.” 
Representative Chester Church objected to 
immediate action on the bill, asserting that 
the managers of two of the agencies lived 
in his district and had requested a chance 
to be heard. 


Church Pleads for Agencies. 


** They have been told,”’ he said, “ that this 
bill is to be rallroaded through this committee 
without giving them a hearing. There are 
property rights concerned and I 46 Robt believe 
in taking a snap judgment on something 
which may tmpair their Value or even put the 
firms out of business. I have no objection to 
having Mr. Cruden take up the bill section by 
section and explain ft, but I do object to re- 
porting it out without giving these firms a 
hearing. There are always two sides to every 
case, and while I am in favor of this bill and 
propose to help Mr. Cruden to get it out of 
committee, I do not see any reason for deny- 
ing fair play to the persons concerned itn it.”’ 
Al *Glade and other members of the com- 
mittee betrayed some perturbation at the 
suggestion that the bill be considered section 
by section, it being dinner time, but an- 
nounced their willingness to hear Mr. Cru- 
den’s story. The superintendent and Mr. 
Ton explained the changes from the present 
law as proposed in the bill. 

“The only objection to the measure,” said 
Mr.‘ Ton, “is coming from two concerns 
which Mr. Church represents here. One of 
them finds it profitable to demand subscrip- 
tions to a publication issued by it, and in the 
guise of this subscription fee charges more 
than the law allows it to as a registration 
fee. No reputable business is injured by this 


bill.” 
Opposition Delays Action. 


“That's a matter of opinion, Mr. Ton,” 
said Mr. Church. “ Neither you nor I know 
until we have heard both sides. I am In 
favor of the bill, but I am not ready to go 
ahead blindly.”’ 

Glade and other members annotnced their 
willingness to report out 4 bill which would 
protect a person doing business with an em- 
ployment agency, but they voted with Church 
on the proposition to postpone consideration, 
Ton being the only member of the committee 
to vote for immediate reporting. 

It now is left to the discretion of Chairman 
Brady to call another meeting of the com- 
mittee and invite opponents ef the bill to 
come down and be heard. 

Brady argued for immediate action on the 
measure today and supported Ton in his de- 
mand for it. He promises to call a meeting 
for a second hearing as soon as it can be ar- 
ranged. 


WOULD END THEATER TRUST. 


Indiana Legislator Introduces Bill De- 
signed to Open Playhouses to 
All Alike. 


Indiannapolis, Ind., Feb. 14.—[Special.]— 
Representative Geiss of Evansville today in- 
troduced a bill which is designed to break up 
the theater trust in Indiana by having ail 
playhouses open alike to independent and 
trust companies. The act declares that all 
theaters, playhouses, opera houses, and 
show buildings by whatsoever name called 
are public places of amusement, and it shall 
be unlawful for any owner, lessee, or mana- 
ger to discriminate against reputable 
dramas, operas, or othershows.

“ Conservative men,” said Mr. Merritt, in 
advocating his bill, “ view withssomie alarm 
the suggestion or conclusion that itpis neces- 
sary for the states of the union to surrender 
directly, or by indirection, any portion of their 
sovereignty to the federal government. It is 
not a question of state rights, but rather one 
of preserving in its integrity the sovereignty 
of the states in those matters which are prop- 
erly theirs to control. 

“Current discussion of the regulation of 
public service corporations, corporat, or- 
ganizations, and hours of labor in particular 
seems to be developing in the direction of fed- 
eral instead of state control. 

“The people of the whole country are be- 
coming more and more closely knit together 
in common interests, and it is important that 
citizens of New York having iImterests in 
others states affected by the laws and cus- 
tome of other states should have as far @s pos- 
sible knowledge of their rights, legal reme- 
dies, and obligations. 

“It is recognized the best results of gegu- 
lation and control, for instance, of public 
service corporatione can be reached only 
when the laws of different etates are in har- 
mony with the federal statutes. 


Urges New York as Model. 


“New York justly is termed Empire state. 
A great number of states organized in the 
last forty years have modeled their constitu- 
tions and their laws upon those of New York. 
The first step, therefore, In seeking to pro- 
mote uniformity can well be taken by New 
York. 

‘“*No doubt New Jersey, or Wisconsin, or 
Massachusetts also can make excellent argu- 
ments to show their system of laws touching 
great matters of common interest is a satis- 
factory and correct model.’’ 


BAD SUN SPOT IS HAUGHTY; 
CENTERS WRATH ON PITTSBURG 


City Whose Astronomer Discovered 
Blotch Is Treated to Weird Atmos- 
pherical Hubbub. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb, 14.—The most phenom- 
enal atmospheric disturbance ever witnessed 
in this city occurred at 12:52 today when 
in the midst of an extraordinary heavy bliz- 
gard several peals of loud thunder were 
heard and a vivid flash of lightning seen, 
causing a complication of atmospheric con- 
ditions that frightened many persons. 

Prof. John A, Brashear of the Allegheny 
observatory, who announced last night the 
discovery of one of the greatest sun spots 
ever observed, sald regarding today’s phe- 
nomenon: 

“In view of the gigantic sun spot I ex- 
pected an electrical disturbance some time 
today, though nothing so awe inspiring and 
terrible as we had. From an official stand- 
point I can say nothing definite regarding 


sun today on account of the severe snow 
storm. If I had seen the sun I could have 
studied the exact cause of the disturbance 
and probably made a comprehensive state- 
ment.”’ 

In Allegheny City the disturbance caused 
an interruption to all the police and fire 
alarm signals. The temperature in this yvi- 
cinity has fallen twenty-three degrees since 
morning, with the expectation of Zero con- 
ditions before tomorrow.

‘EXPERTS ON SMOKE HEARD 


TELL CIVIL SERVICE BOARD HOW 
TO END NUISANCE. 


0. U. Bean of New York Says Evil in 
Chicago Is Unnecessary Despite 
Hopeless Attitude of Chief Inspec- 
tor Schubert—City Club’s Inquiry 
Proceeds with Showing of Photo- 
graphs to Prove That Bad Ohim- 
meys May Be Eliminated. 


The committee in charge of the City club’s 
investigation of the city smoke department 
yesterday introduced expert testimony at the 
inquiry of the civil service commission to 
disprove a recent statement of Chief In- 
spector John C.. Schubert that there is no 
preventive for smoke. 

The evidence given tended to show that 
smoke in Chicago is unnecessary despite the 
hopelessness of the chief inspector. O. U. 
Bean of New York was the witness who defied 
Mr. Schubert, and declared that smoke could 
be prevented. Other experts will testify ata 
continuation of the inquiry today, and they 
also will attempt to controvert the statement 
of the inspector. 

“We will show that Schubert is mistaken,” 
said Frank X. Busch, representing the City 
club. “‘ We intend to back up our charges 
which we made against Schubert last week. 
We will do it by the testimony of experts.” 


Offer Pictures in Testimony. 

Robert Berry Ennis of the investigating 
vommittee exhibited a number of photographs 
of emoke violations to show that Schubert had 
been neglectful of his duty. Each violation of 
the fifty represented by the photographs was 
declared flagrant. The pictures will be added 
to the other evidence against the department. 
Mr. Ennis said the committee would back up 
every charge made against Schubert. Other 
members of the committee present at the 
session were T. E. Donnelly, Charles C. Cur- 
ties, and R. H. Kuss. 

Most of the afternoon was taken up with 
Mr. Bean’s testimony. He claimed to have 
investigated the smoke situation thoroughly. 
He said that dense smoke could be prevented 
in any furnace where complete combustion is 
obtained. 

“TI can take the worst smoking stack in this 
city and abate the smoke nuisance arising 
from it,’’ he told the civil service commission. 
“TI told Mr. Schubert I could do this and he 
sent me tothe Fulton market, where he said 
was the worst stack in Chicago. I Inetalled 
my device there and I have pictures to show 
the change that took place.”’ 

Bean Shows Result of Work. 

Mr. Bean exhibited several yards of photo- 
graphs to prove that he had done away with 
smoke. He also introduced a letter from 
Mr. Schubert commending him and admitting 
that dense smoke was no longer emitted from 
the Fulton stack. The photographs, Mr. 
Bean said, were taken by J. L. Brouse of 
the city attorney’s office. The witness 
further stated that the smoke saving device 
was put in on a Sunday at a cost of $80. 

‘Smoke used to be an evidence of in- 
dustry,"’ Mr. Bean testified, *“ but now it 
seems to be an evidence of stupidity.”’

PARALYTIC SUCCUMBS DESPITE 
DAUGHTER'S EFFORTS. 


Clothing of Mre. Bridget Duffey Ig- 
nited by Sparks from Kitchen 
Range—Policeman Discovers Blase 
in Rooming House, Warns Thirty~- 
six Persons of Danger, and Res- 
cues Six Others Imperiled — Two 
Girls Carried from Burning House. 


Mrs. Bridget Duffey, a paralytic 70 years 
old, 5856 West Forty-second street, was 
burned to death yesterday afternoon when 
her clothing caught fire from sparks from 
a kitchen range near which she was sitting. 

When her daughter, Mrs. Katherine Lis- 
key, heard her screams she attempted to 
smother the fire by wrapping a table cloth 
about her body, but by the time the flames 
had been extinguished Mrs. Duffey was so 
— burned that she died a few minutes 
ater. 

Policeman William Doran of the Stock- 
yards station, on discovering a fire on the 
rear porch of a rooming house at 4110 Hal- 
sted street late last night, warned thirty- 
six pérsons in the piace and then rescued 
from possible suffocation six others who 
were unable to help themselves or to under- 
stand their danger. The blaze, which con- 
sumed a number of mattresses on a rear 
porch, was extinguished with a loss of $200. 

Lena McAvoy, 8 years old, and Elma Mc- 
Avoy, 10 years old, were rescued from a fire 
which threatened the residence of their 
parents, John McAvoy and wife, 68 East 
Thirty-fifth street, last night by Policeman 
John O*Hern of the Stanton avenue station. 
The two children were asleep when the fire 
broke through a wall of their room.

After Provisions of Statute Regard- 
ing Intent to Defraud Are Restated 
the Twelve Men Retire Again, but 
Are Unable to Reach a Verdict Re 
fore the Adjournment of Court— 
Defendant Was Head of the Cash 
Buyers’ Union. 


Failing to arrive at a verdict after twenty- 
four hours’ deliberation the jury in the United 
States District court which heard the evi- 
dence in the Julius Kahn’ cage. requested 
Judge Humphrey to restate the law with ref- 


and is believed to have materially strength- 
ened the government’s case. 

The new instructions are said to be much 
more stringent than those given at first, and 
an objection was entered by Attorney Forrest 
in behalf of the defendant. Despite the new 
instruction the jury failed to reach a verdict 
before court adjourned, and the deputy mar- 
ehal in charge was instructed that in case of 
an agreement the jury should return a sealed 
verdict. : 


Question of Intent Explained. 

Henry Barber of Sheridan, Ill., foreman of 
the jury, told Judge Humphrey the difficulty 
was in reference to the question of intent 

The judge then explained that certain ex- 
aggerations in advertisements was not fraud- 
ulent; but if these were misrepresentation 
of facts, and if through these misrepresenta- 
tions stock in a concern was sold to men 
who, had they known the facts, would not 
have invested, and their money was lost, 
such misrepresentatione involved intent to 
defraud.

KNOX DEFENDS: REED SMOOT. 


Pennsylvania Senator Denies Right to 
Expel Utah Colleague Because 
He Is a Mormon. 


Washington, D. C.; Feb, 14.—Senator Knox 
today addressed the senate in opposition to 
the resolution reported from the committee 
on privileges and elections, “that Reed 
Smoot is not entitled to a seat as a senator 
of the United States from Utah.” He asked: 
** Should the senate expel Senator Smoot, and 
why?’ and then answered his own question, 
saying: | 

“ He should not be expelled for believing in 
the Mormon religion. The irrevocable ordi- 
nan expressiy, and with Mormonism in 
view, guaranteed religious toleration in the 
state of Utah. He should not be expelled for 
being a member or officer of the Mormon 
church for the same reason.” 

“I know no tenet In the new propaganda of 
consttutional construction that begins to con- 
tain the danger to our country involved in the 
contention that a senator of the United States 
may be deprived of his seat whenever the 
majority of the senate concludes that there 
are doctrines taught, or have been taught in 
the past, by some church organization to 
which he belongs, which that majority be- 
lleves to be, or have beén, dangerous. 

*“*It is an easy step after the first one is 
taken, because of a man’s religion, to take 
the next and logical one of exclusion because 
of 4 man’s politics, and then because of his 
notions upon economics, andthen because of 
his attitude toward certain legisiation. 

“ As regards Senator Smoot, all have agreed 
that he is a man of unblemished character, 
possessing every constitutional qualification 
as a senator of the United States. What, 
then, is the charge against him? Wemay as 
well go to the root of the matter at once. It 
is only this: He is a member and officer of 
the Mormon church—nothing more. 

“I do not see how the sanctity of the 
American home is at stakein this issue. If 
the Mormon church teaches polygamy and 
encourages its practices, surely the fact that 
Senator Smoot is a monogamist and has from 
his youth up set his face and lifted up his 
voice against polygamy is conclusive evi- 
dence that he is fighting by precept and ex- 
ample for the sanctity of the American home 
against his church and under circumstances 
requiring the greatest moral courage.

GROSSCUP’S CHANCES SLIM 


Men Booming Chicagoan Count 
Without Roosevelt or Two 
Neglected Circuits.

some dry as dust attachés of the Supreme 
court consider particularly flagrant. 

First of all, following out the intentions 
of President McKinley, President Roosevelt 
appointed Judge Day of Canton, O., to the 
Supreme court, although Justice Harlan al- 
ready represented that particular judicial cir- 
cuit, which happens to be the Sixth. Then 
President Roosevelt this winter went a step 
farther and horrified precedent worshipers 
by appointing Mr. Moody of Massachusetts 
to the Supreme bench, although Justice 
Holmes, also one of President Roosevelt's 
appointees, came not only from the same cir- 
cuit but the same state. 


Grosscup’s Chance in Race. 


The result is that at the present time the 
Third and Fourth judicia! circuits, including 
the states of New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Del- 
aware, Maryland West Virginia, Virginia, 
North Carolina, and South Carolina, are un- 
represented on the Supreme bench of the 
United States. There is no law requiring 
the president to confine his appointments to 
the circuit in which the eandidate resides, but 
the Supreme court is so often made arbiter 
between different sections of the country 
that it would seem wise on the whole to give 
the same representation to each section. 

This feeling may have some bearing on any 
campaign in behalf of Judge Grosscup for 
any vacancy on the Supreme bench of the 
United States. The Seventh judicial circuit, 
in which Chicago is located and in which 
Judge Grosscup is one of the Circuit judges, 
has as its representative in the Supreme 
court Chief Justice Fuller himself. He has 
no more real power than any of the other 
justices, but his dignity is so much greater 
that there would be a terrible how! raised by 
the states which are already unrepresented 
in the Supreme court if it were proposed to 
fi the vacancy created by the possible re- 
tirement of Justice Harlan by the appoint- 
ment of Judge Grosscup of Chicago. 

If Justice Harlan retires, which few people 
in Washington either look for or desire, it 
would be natural to take his successor from 
one of the circuits now unrepresented £0 as 
to prevent further concentration of the local 
interests of the court. 


Taft an Important Factor. 


On the other hand, if Chief Justice Fuller 
should take a notion to retire, it would be a 
pretty good guess that his place would be 
offered to the secretary of war, who has de- 
clined the position of associate justice so 
many times he has actually lost count, al- 
though the records would probably substan- 
tlate three as about the limit. Even presi- 
dential aspirations would not prevent Mr. 
Taft, in the opinion of his personal friends, 
from accepting the place of chief justice of 
the Supreme. court of the United States, 
which is the summit of the ambition of every 
real lawyer the country over. 

Supposing such a thing as that should hap- 
pen and Mr. Taft should succeed Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller, he and Harlan and Day would all 
be. from the same circuit, and he and Day 
from ‘the same state as well. In that case it 
would be probable the successor of Justice 
Harlan would have to be taken either from 
the Pennsyivania-Delaware district or from 
the southern district, which runs from Mary- 
land to South Carolina. 


hill work there remains to be done by friends 
of Judge Grosscup, who are said to be quiet- 
ly but persistently booming him for the Su- 
preme bench. In the first place, there is no 
vacancy in sight. In the second place, no 
vacancy which may soon be created is at all 
likely to be filled by the Chicago man under 
present conditions. 


Grosscup’s Legal Record. 


Aside from these purely temporary and 1Q- 
cal reasons, Judge Grosscup’s candidacy for 
the Supreme bench would be an entirely 
natural one. He practiced law success- 
fully in Chicago for ten years prior to 
1892, when he was put upon the district 
bench of the Federal court. Seven years 
later, in 1899, he was promoted to the Circuit 
bench, and in that capacity has participated 
in some of the most extraordinary and im- 
portant litigation ever brought before that 
court. 

He and Judge Woods decided the Debs in- 
junction proceedings, and Judge Grosscup 
was called upon to unravel the mysteries of 
the Chicago Traction case. Not only that, 
but Judge Grosscup has been constantly in- 
terested in public affairs and in several nota- 
ble speeches has contributed a great deal to 
the economic literature of the country on the 


From all this it will be seen how much up-_ 


great corporations, He probably falls in the 
class of distinctly progressive lawyers, from 
whom President Roosevelt has almost pub- 
licly announced his intention of making ap- 
pointments to the Supreme bench for any 
vacancy which may oceur during his term. 

It is only unfortunate for the friends of 
Judge Grosscup, who are responsible for the 
mention of his name in advance of an actual 
vacancy, that conditions are so peculiar in re- 
gard to the geography of the court as to 
render it unlikely that another western man 
should be chosen, at least until after the re- 
tirement of Chief Justice Fuller, and prob- 
ably not then, because the two circuits which 
have been long unrepresented are already 
clamoring for ee and their claims 
are on so m justice they cannot be 
ignored much longer. 


SENATE DELAYS JAP EXCLUSION 


Tillman and Bacon Filibuster Against 
Adoption of Roosevelt Settle- 
ment Plan. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 14.—The sudden 
development of a full fledged filibuster re- 
sulted today in the senate when an attempt 
was made to force the adoption of the con- 
ference agreement on the immigration bill. 
This report carries a provisiompintended to 
aid in the settlement of the California-Japa- 
nese problem and speedy action was desired 
by: administration senators. . 

Expressing s athy with this object, yet 
regarding the report with suspicion on other 
points, Messrs. Bacon and Tillman first en- 
deavored to have action delayed unttl to- 
morrow that they might study the report. 
When this was refused the filibuster began. 
Mr. Bacon held the floor for two and a half 


hours, 
Tillman Is Bellicose. 


Mr. Tillman remarked that he was pre- 
paring to make a ten day fight on the floor 
against the report because he objected to 
being run over as with an automobile. 

Mr. Bacon objected’ that the report changed 
existing law in respects which he believed, 
on hurried examination, would deprive south- 
ern states from obtaining even the meager 
labor supply from abroad, which was avail- 
able under the present immigration laws. 

A truce was declared until tomorrow at 
the suggestion of Senator Spooner, when the 
report will again come up for consideration. 


Administration Senators Alarmed. 


Administration senators interested in the 
adoption of the report were alarmed by 
the apparent democratic hostility. 

All of the democratic leaders when ques- 
tioned as to their attitude disclaimed the 
adoption of a party poficy in regard to the 
report, and the senators making the objec- 
tiong insisted that they were actuated wholly 
by resentment of what they thought was an 
attempt to force immediate action. They 
sald that their statements that they had not 
had an opportunity to examine the report 
were sincere and that there were no ulterior 
motives imvolved. 


$420,000 TO CHICAGO RIVER. 


Senator Hopkins Induces Senate Com- 
mittee to Increase Appropriation— 
Total for Illinois Is $981,500. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 14-—[8Special.J— 
Chicago will be taken care of after all in 
the river and harbor appropriation bill. Sen- 
ator. Mopkings induced the commerce com- 
mittee of the senate today to agree to add 
$200,000 to the $220,000 appropriation made 
by the house for deepening the Chicago river. 
The senator also secured $50,000 for the 
improvement of that part of the Illinois river 
between La. Salle and Copperas creek. As 
the bill ‘passed the house it contained an 
appropriation of $50,000 for the Illinois river, 
but this sum was not sufficient for the needs 
of that strgam. 

As a result of the activity of the Chicago 
delegation in the house and the two Illi- 
nols senators, the city and state will be bene- 
fited materially by the river and harbor bill, 
As the bill was reported from the house com- 
mittee on rivers and harbors, it gave to 
Chicago for the improvement of its harbor 
$250,000; Chicago river, $20,000; Calumet har- 
bor, $20,000; Calumet river in Illinois and 
Indiana, $191,500, and Illinois river, $50,000. 

As the bill now stands it gives to the Chi- 
cago river alone $420,000. This will enable 
a@ survey upon which to base a plan of im- 
provement and commencement of the work 
of carrying out the plan, Instead of get- 
ting only $581,500 the city and state will re- 
ceive a total of $981,500. 


NEW TURN IN HERMANN TRIAL. 


District Attorney Files Additional Bill 
of Particulars Affecting Destruc- 
tion of Records. 


Washington, D. C,, Feb. 14.—District At- 
torney Baker today filed with Justice Staf- 
ford in Criminal court No, 1, an ag soe 
bill of particulars in the trial of Repre- 
sentative Binger Hermann of Oregon for the 
alleged destruction of public records while 
he was commissioner of the general land of- 
fice. 

In order to afford the defense an opportu- 
nity to consider this additional bill and the 
letters sand documents to which reference ig 
made, the case was continued until next Mon- 
day when the trial probably will be re- 
sumed. ' 

Harry Reiger, who was on the stand yes- 
terday, testified that he had knowledge that 
all the letters in the press copy books which 
were mutilated, were not of a personal na- 
ture. Cross examination of the witnags de- 
veloped the fact that he did not knoW that 
the letters he referred to were copied in the 
letter press books, but that he had heard 
the order given that they should be.

The general assembly is being urged to 
enact- a reciprocal demurrage law. It 
would. impose «a fine upon a railroad 
which failed, within a brief specified time, 


‘to furnish a shipper the cars asked for 


by him. The roads are opposed to legis- 
lation of this kind. ‘They admit their 
frequent inability to supply cars on de- 


-mand, but they are not willing to accept : 


the blame. They have a variety of ex- 
planations for their inability to accom- 
modate shippers, beginning with the as- 
sertion that shippers fail to unload cars 
promptly, finding it profitable to use them 
as warehouses. 

The house committee on railroads lis- 
tened day before yesterday to a number of 
specific charges and complaints made by 
managers of farmers’ elevator companies. 
After making full allowance for the exag- 
geration which may be looked for from 
men irritated by conditions which hamper 
them greatly in carrying on business, 
enough is left to the charges to make a 
profound impression on the members of 
the legislature. | 

The men who run the small farmers’ 
elevators say they are being discrimi- 
nated against, and are being put to heavy 
loss and sometimes forced out of business 
as a consequence, They say that they 
are unable to get the farmers’ grain to 
market when prices are high, and that 
profitable orders are lost because grain 
cannot be delivered promptly. They as- 
sert that the bulk of their freight is at 
local stations, and that the roads know- 
ing that the shippers are at their mercy 
use their cars at competing points as long 
as there is a demand for them there. The 
elevator men say also that when they 
have been told by high officials that there 
were no cars available small bribes to 
yardmasters who knew where there were 
plenty of idle cars have got them what 
they needed. This indicates incompetency 
at the top and dishonesty at the bottom. 

There have been and there still are 
complaints from Illinois manufacturers 
that they cannot get the cars they need 
to move their products. These complaints 
may not have much effect on the legis- 
lature, but when the voices of the farmers 
are heard demanding justice the legislators 
begin to take notice. The grain growers 
are too numerous to be trified with. If 
the railroads can disprove the charges 
brought by the representatives of the 
farmers’ elevator companies they had bet- 
ter hasten to do it or the reciprocal de- 
murrage measure to which they are so 
much opposed will be more than likely to 
pass,

RULES OR EXCUSES. 

Two western railroads have recently 
had such different results from tests of 
the value of the block system as to sug- 
gest the query whether the published rules 
are not in the one case understood to be 
mandatory upon the employés, and in the 
other case intended as a defense for the 
management of the road when accidents 
occur through the customary ‘violation of 
the rules. The Chicago and Northwest- 
ern railroad is reported to have made 
about 1,000 tests of the readiness of en- 
gineers to obey signals, and to have found 
invariably prompt responsiveness. An- 
other road is reported to have made a test: 
and to have found only one engineer out 
of twenty-five who stopped because of the 
absence of a signal light to indicate that 
the track was clear. 

If the report of this second test is cor- 
rect, it would show thaf the rule requir 
ing rigid. attention to signals along the 
way is not taken seriously on all roads. 
It is claimed by engineers themselves that 
the schedules are so made that it would 
be impossible to make time if no train 
were to enter a block with the signal 
against it. The absence of a signal is a 
matter which nominally ought to be in- 
vestigated, but fast trains cannot waste 
time in inquiries into signalmen’s neglect 
of duty. The rules, according to the same 
critics, are intended. to reassure the public 
and to put the trainmen in the wrong in 
ease of accidents, but are not to be taken 
literally by any man who wishes to hold 
his job. 

The officials of the road referred to 
claim that the report was greatly exagger- 
ated, but admit that some trains passed 
the danger point without stopping. An 
inquiry by the New York Times brings 
out statements from officials of several 
of the great trunk lines that any engineer 
disregarding a signal would be promptly 
discharged, and it appears, also, that some 
roads test their men regularly. Still, the 
comparative freedom of the Northwestern 
road from serious accidents and the fre- 
quency with which they occur on some 
other lines. show the lack of a clear un- 
derstanding on the part of employés of 
some roads that rules are meant to be 
obeyed, and show the value of the or- 
dinary safety devices when rules are 
obeyed.

If 
that shall turn out to be the view which 
they take of the case it is not likely that 
the representatives in congress from other 
states will force a distasteful measure on 
them. ere 

There will, of course, be private op- 
position to the new departure advocated 
by the president. The men who have 
been busily engaged for some time in get- 
ting possession by fair means or foul— 
too often the latter—of valuable public 
lands will be a unit in denunciation of the 
president’s project, but thelr opposition 
will not count for much if the mass of 
the citizens of the states that will be 
affected shall be on the other side. 

While this congress will not change the 
land policy of the government there is no 
reason why it should not vote the money 


‘which the president wishes to use for 


the detection and punishment of land 
frauds. That such frauds are being per- 
petrated on a grand scale is notorious, and 
it is the duty of congress to do all that 
lies in its power to stop the plundering of 
the public domain.

To judge from the amount of attention ac- 
corded by the press here in fte cable dis- 
patches and mail correspondence to the knee

It may be as well, there- 
fore, to explain that in appearing thus garbed 
at court, Harry Lehr was merely conforming 
himself to the sumptuary rules and regula- 
tions prescribed by the emperor for all those 
who are not entitled to wear uniforms of the: 
army, navy, diplomatic, or civil service. Un- 
fil the time of his accession men without 
uniforms were allowed to appear at court 
ceremonies in ordinary evening dress, but the 
present kaiser has changed al! this, and with- 
in a year after he becameemperor issued an 
edict compelling those without uniforms to 
don at state balls and analogous court func- 
tione @ coat cut after the fashion of the 
eighteenth rather than the twentieth century, 
tight-fitting knee breeches, silk stockings, 
low patent leather shoes with buckles, a three 
cornered chapeau, without feathers, and a 
court eword. 

If Harry Lehr, after being presented at a 
levee, happens to be invited to a court ball 
in London he will likewise be obliged to don 
the garb prescribed by the lord chamberlain’s

Every one who has ever visited Cairo will 
regret to hear chat the famous Esbekieh gar- 
dens are about to disappear. Up to the days 
of the French occupation of Cairo, under the 
first Napoleon, the Esbekieh was a great 
lake, on which pleasure boats plied in the 
cool of the evening, after the heat of the 
summer days had passed away with sunset.

For the last thirty years the body of King 
George of Hanover has rested in St. George’s 
chapel at Windsor, where it was brought for 
interment after his death in the French cap- 
ital, owing to the fact that he was an English 
prince of the blood and a grandson of King 
George III. of England. Now it has been 
decided to transfer his remains to Gmunden 
and to entomb them in the new Guelph 
mausoleum constructed by the duke of Cum- 
berland on the shores of the Gmunden lake, 
beside his queen, who died a few weeks ago. 
A pathetic incident has \arisen in this con- 
nection. A coffin containing thecorpse of the 
child of his daughter, Princess Frederica, 
which survived {ts birth only a day or two, 
has lain for near a quarter of a century on 
his sarcophagus. Now the duke of Cumber- 
land has never sanctioned or recognized the 
marriage of his sister, Princess Frederica, to 
his father’s A. D. C. and private secretary, 
Baron von Pawel-Ramingen, a union which 
was contracted in defiance of his bitter op- 
position, and which he has never forgiven. 
He will not dream of allowing the child of this 
marriage to be entombed in the family 
mausoleum which he built on the shores of 
Lake Gmunden, and thus the little coffin will 
be left behind at Windeor, unless Princess 
Frederica causes it to be brought for final 
interment to Biarritz, where ehe has made 
her home for so many years, now only rarely 
visiting England.

This traveling about of royal remains from 
one country to another years and years after 
the demise is sufficiently rare to receive pass- 
ing notice. Some years agothe now widowed 
Queen Carola of Saxony obtained permission 
from King Oscar to bring back the remains 
of her brother, her father, and her grand- 
father, the last male representatives of the 
historic house of Vasa. to Sweden for inter- 
ment in the grand old church of Riddarholm, 
which may be described as the Westminster 
abbey of the kingdom. These three princes 
had all of them died in exile. Her grand- 
father was King Gustavus IV., who, brought 
to the throne by the dramatic assassination of 
his father, was eventually deposed and driven 
out of the country, with his wife and children. 
His eldest son, the father of Queen Carola, 
used to be known throughout Europe as the 
prince of Vasa. 

King Oscar offered a warship to bring back" 
the remains of the deposed king and of his son 
and grandson to Stockholm, but Queen Caro- 
la Geclined the. offer, caused them to be con- 
veyed privately to Sweden by ordinary freight 
steamer, and to be quietly placed inthe Vasa 
chapel of the old church, the principal feature 
of the chapel being the tomb of the great 
King Gustavus Adolphus of Thirty Yoars’ 
war celebrity. A curious fact may be men- 
tioned in connection therewith, namely, that 
the three coffins in question filled up the only 
available space left in the Vasa vault.

through which those engaged In agricultural 
pursuits might obtain, upon fair and reason- 
able terms, money with which to carry on 
their small farming operations. The banking 
facilities of the islands are extremely lim- 
ited, and such as actually exist are confined 
to the city of Manila. 

That. they are totally inadequate to the 
needs of farming communities throughout 
the various outlying provinces goes without 
saying. From the necessities of the situa- 
tion, it follows there are no hws against 
usury, and the interest charges in many lo- 
calities range from 2 to 10 per cent a month. 

The farming class in the Philippines is 
abjectly poor, Despite efforts in that direc- 
tion, it has been found impossible to check 
cattle diseases, and carabaos and other work 
cattle are dying faster than ever before. 
The burdens of the people have been in- 
creased by locusts, droughts, and destructive 
typhoons. To enable the Filipino farmer to 
purchase work cattle, farming implements, 
and seeds, as well as to free himself from the 
clutches of the usurerswho infest the is- 
lands, it is imperative, in the judgment of 
Secretary Taft, that the government shouid 
establish a bank. 


> 
Weighty Arguments for Bank. 

The report of the minority of the house 
committee on insular affairs on this sub- 
ject give a number of weighty arguments 
in favor of the establishment by the Philip- 
pine government of an agricultural bank to 
be operated with government funds and with 
the single object of advancing the interests 
of agriculture, rather than an agricultural 
bank operated by private individuals, with 
private capital, and for private gain, with 
a government guaranty of 4 per cent inter- 
est. 

In the first place it is more than doubtful 
if private capital can be induced to embark 
in an enterprise of such a character—an ag- 
ricultural bank—the only function of which 
is to loan money for agricultural purposes 
and which is expressly prohibited from doing 
a general banking business. Moreover, con- 
ceding for the sake of argument that the 
necessary capital can be secured from pri- 
vate sources, it will be a question of much 
time, and what is most needed is certain 
and immediate relief. But even if we had 
most reliable assurance that private capi- 
tal could easily and readily be fnduced-to 
go to the Philippines for this purpose, a 
purely governmental institution, adminis- 
tered through government agencies, would 
far better subserve the ends so greatly to 
be desired. A bank conducted solely for pri- 
vate gain would naturally favor large land- 
holders as against small or noniandholders, 
while sound public policy would dictate giv- 
ing aid where ald Was most needed. 


oe 
Peril in McCreary’s Politics. 

The administration ig apprehensive that 
Senator McCreary’s action in amending the 
bank bill will cause the defeat not only of 
the amendment but of the latter measure also. 
If there was a‘chance that the amendment 
woulé prevail the president would use his 
influence in its support. But unfortunately 
the combination of senators from the beet 
sugar and tobacco states is so strong that 
the amendment if put to the vote would be 
rejected and the disposition of congress in the 
future would be not to reconsider a subject 
that had been disposed of. 

The amount of tobacco which would come 
from the Philippines to the United States 
would have no appreciable effect upon tre 
American market. There is produced in the 
Philippines about 20,000,000 pounds of to- 
bacco annually, while the United States grows 
623,000,000 pounds. The export leaf from the 
Philippines last year was 10,000,000 pounds, 
not a pound of which came to this country. 
The export of sugar from the Philippines 
is about 82,000 tons annually. Tre world con- 
sumes annually about 10,000,000 tons of raw 
sugar. The United States consumes annually 
nearly 8,000,000 tons, of which 595,000 tons are 
produced at home, 

Democrats ami many republicans admit 
that the United States would suffer no ma- 
terial damage by the proposed reduction of 
the duties on the present production of the 
Philippines, but ft is feared that if the tariff 
bars are let down, capital will rush into 
the islands and devote itself to sugar and to- 
bacco production, taus flooding the American 
markets and injuring home industries, 

It is evident to the president that the Philip- 
pine tariff question will have to go over until 
next congress. All he wants at the present 
session is the agricultural bank bill.

The countess was charged 
with having prompted the murder, and, to- 
gether with her, were charged a prominent 
Bologna physician, Dr. Carlo Secchi, who was 
the countess’ lover, and Tulfio’s accomplices, 
Dr. Pio Naldi and Tullio’s mistress, Rosina 
Bonetti. 

Dr: Federn in his book says: * Against 
these five persons an action was brought in 
the Criminal court which lasted four years, 
and caused the greatest excitement all over 
Italy, intensified during the trial itself to a 
kind of frenzy. A veritable howl directed 
against the accused passed over Bologna, 
The papers brought out daily new and ep 
rowing details about them, and a shower 0 
calumnies and abuse poured over the heads 
of the two Murris, their parents, and their 
relations. Finally, the five’ accused persons 
were pronounced guilty by the jury at Turin, 
and the verdict was upheld in March, 1906, 
by the Court of Cassation.

Case Lasted Four Years. 

“Who could at the time mistrust the judg- 
ment? Who had the leisure, who could take 
the trouble to study for himself, with a view 
to verification, a legal case which had dragged 
on for four years, in which 420 witnesses had 
given evidence, and twenty counsel had ar- 
gued for and against the accused for four 
weeks, while the summing up by the presi- 
dent alone took three days? 

“He who does take that trouble, however, 
as I have done for many @ month, finds some- 
thing which makes him stop in ama ent. 
In vain will he seek for the links in the 
chain, which, starting from well established 
facts and documents, would lead him to the 
conclusions so solemnly proclaimed to the 
four quarters of the globe by the courts 
and bythe press. In vain twill he seek for 
that which ie the most essential thing in 
iegal trials—for proofs. An@ so in the end 
he arrives at the conclusion that here was 
a legal cage which from the beginning to the 
end was a judicial enormity, & tragic farce—a 
case and proceedings in which the most ele- 
mentary principles of law were trampled 
under foot, and from which an outside and 
unprejudiced person cannot help drawing the 
conviction that whatever the truth may be «a 
serious judicial crime has been committed, 
that the public opinion of Europe hee been 
misle@ in an unheard of fashion—that, in 
short, a terrible thing has happened here, 
much more terrible and much more wicked 
tham the murder at the Palazzo Bisteghi.”

Truth Not Sought by Judge. 

Tt is not the first time that grave accusa- 
tions have been thrown out by a frenzied 
populace, It is not the first time that an 
examining magistrate, turned half crazy by 
the wild cries resounding about him, directs 
the whole case into a wrong channel, with 
the result that the final verdict is one that 
all who possess a sane psychological sense 
must revolt against. 

In her notes, when mentioning the ex- 
amining magistrate for the first time, Linda 
Murri says: “‘I soon noticed that he did 
not care about truth, but solely and exclu- 
sively about getting as many poirits of ac- 
cusation as possible.”” These apt words char- 
acterize the entire proceedings. 

An examining magistrate should be pos- 
sessed of an intimate knowledge of human 
nature, and should only live for his profes- 
sion. Perhaps he would then be as anxious 
to find points of justification as he generally 
is to pick out points of accusation. In any 
case his starting point and his first question 
must be: “ Who is he, or she, who stands 
accused before me?’’, Sometimes a case may 
occur so clear in all its features as to render 
such a question practically superfluous; but 
in a case like the present one, where the 
whole thing is based on circumstantial evi- 
dence, a question like the above is decisive.

America, we think it may fairly be assumed 
that the position of wheat is healthy, and as 
prices cannot be considered other than mod- 
erate, we continue friendly to the article. 
The news from the Argentine regarding the 
corn crop is of alarming character, and unless 
there is a complete change of conditions it will 
mean disaster to the crop. But even suppos- 
ing that the drought should@ be ended and the 
maize crop, or what is left of it, saved, where 
shall Durope get the necessary supplies at 
these to fll her requirements until 
spring? The ube will ship only slowly 
until apring.. The consumption in this coun- 
try and on the continent has been large, both 
barley and oats being scarce and relatively 
dear. Stocks are being depleted. We think 
that prices are bound to reach a higher level 
before long."’ ‘ 


A sale of No, 2 red wheat was made to « 
miller at 8%o0 under May in store, and there 
were sales of May No. 1 northern on the call 
at 84% to 84{0, but at the close it was offered 
at 83%%c for May delivery. As in other depart- 
ments of the cash trade, business was re- 
stricted by the lack of cars. At Minneapdlis 
there was a further reducing of premiums 
for milling wheat, No. 1 northern on the Great 
Northern selling at 2c over May. Millers 
wanted nothing but what was im cars that 
could be used for eastern shipment, paying 
for this from 24%@8c over Mdy. Stocks de- 
creased 80,000 bu so far this week. Duluth 
reported a good export business over night. 
Kansas City oash market was unchanged, 
with good sales of flour reported for export. 
Ontario millers have taken 100,000 bu Mani- 
toba wheat now in store at Buffalo during 
the past two or three days. New York wired 
that European importers were in the market 
for durum and Manitoba wheat, and that 
sales of No. 2 hard via the gulf had been re- 
ported. In the local coarse grain markets 
trade was demoralized by the car situation, 
which is steadily growing worse. Prices for 
both corn and oats were steady to \c higher, 
and there was urgent demand for both, but 
sales were restricted to comparatively small 
quantities. Shippers prefer to clean up their 
ola contracts before making new ones. Sales 
geported here were 80,000 bu wheat, includ- 
ing 5,000 bu No. 2 red; 60,000 bu corn, and 135, - 
000 but oats. The seaboard reported 208,000 bu 
wheat, including 112,000 bu hard winter via 
the gulf, and 192,000 bu corn. 


The Daily Trade Bulletin estimates the 
world’s stocks of wheat and flour on Feb. 1 
at 208,662,000 bu, compared to 220,457,000 bu 
Jan. 1 and 203,769,000 bu Feb. 1. 1906. Stocks 
in the United States and Canada were 126,- 
832,000 bu, agdinet 182,011,000 bu a month 
ago, and 120,067,000 bu a yearago. Estimat- 
ing the wheat crop of the United States at 
785,000,000 bu—the final report of the depart- 
ment of agriculture—and allowing 101,000,000 
bu for supplies in all positions on July 1, 1906, 
ageregate supplies for the twelve months 
would be approximately 836,000,000 bu. Al- 
lowing 460,000,000 bu for consumption and 
75,000,000 bu for seeding during the harvest 
year, and 94,000,000 bu exported to date—ac- 
counts for 629,000,000 bu—and there would 
remain for export during the current five 
months and for supplies on hand July 1, 1907, 
about 207,000,000 bu. The exports from Feb. 
1, 1906, to July 1, 1906, were about 85,000,000 
bu. 

An effort is being made ‘to force the ques- 
tion of reducing the penalty for delivering 
No. 8 corn on contracts from 5 cents to 3 
cents to a vote. A second petition has been 
circulated the last few days with this object 
in view, and it is understood that nearly 
enough names have been secured to secure a 
vote in spite of the disapproval of the direc- 
tory. 

Members of the board of trade transporta- 
tion committee again were busy endeavoring 
to straighten out the traffic tangle at Chi- 
cago. A subcommittee composed of John J. 
Stream, EB. B. Boyd, W. N. Eckhardt, and B. 
lL. Merritt was in consultation with officials 
of the western roads in reference to the 
proposition of the western lines to cut down 
the time for unloading cars from five to two 
days.

light any such quantity as was reported, 
From the best sources we are able toconfirm 
only 85 loads of durum wheat sold for ship- 
ment to 8t..Petersburg. If there was more 
than this, it has been well covered up. Our 
own bide today are lc lower on hard winter 
wheat than yesterday and l1%c lower for 
durum wheat. The most discouraging fea- 
ture about the exporting situation is the abso- 
lute indifference of our foreign correspond- 
ents. OurAotal orders today will not exceed 
eight loads, and these are out of line.” 


Local oorn and oats brokere who do an ex- 
tensive business for the east and for export, 
were bitter complainants regarding the strin- 
gent car situation. Practically every one of 
them had plenty of orders at full market 
prices, but was restrained from doing busi- 
ness by the refusal of holders here to sell 
until the demoralizing conditions were im- 
proved. Many local houses are still behind 
on old orders, and until these are cleaned up 
they will not even offer corn for their day or 
even longer deferred shipments. The eastern 
markets are bare of oats and corn, and buy- 
ers who have been banking on a recession in 
prices, particularly in oats, have been com- 
pelled to change their waiting attitude, their 
present needs having become urgent. 


Minneapolis wired Logan-Bryan: “ While 
everybody expects quite a liberal increase in 
the movement of wheat here. and we are 
sure to get it.some time, we must not over- 
look the fact there is a great deal of it sold to 
arrive, and consequently will not come on 
the market. The blockade west of Water- 
town, 8. D., on the Minneapolis and St. Louis, 
and westward on the Dakota points of the 
Northern Pacific, was opened yesterday, ac- 
cording to reports received by these roads. 
Many of the cars stalled at the Minnesota 
transfer, which have been consigned for Da- 
kota points, have been moved, and from 
now on it is predicted the traffic through the 
west will show a gradual improvement.” 


Cash oats were said to be gelling at - New 
York yesterday at from 3c to 4c over the Chi- 
cago relative price. Standard oats sold at the 
equivalent of 44@44%c Chicago,. with an ac- 
tive demand at these prices. A prominent 
New York dealer summed up the situation 
there as follows: ‘* The oats market here is 
a peculiar one. New York proper is bare of 
oats and there are only a few bought tocome 
here. Spot oats are bringing 3c to 4c over 
western spot prices. Dealers as well as coun- 
try buyers have waited for 30c May oats to 
load. up on and bought only for immediate 
demand. Think oats will sell at least 5e 
higher here in the next thirty days.” 


The visible supply of crop damage advices 
increased sharply yesterday, reporte being 
received from Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, and 
Nebraska. The most serious were from Indi- 
ana points, one farmer writing that he did not 
believe, after looking the situation over and 
traveling 500 miles, that there was more 
than 10 per cent of the growing wheat unin- 
jured, while probably 30 per cent in Warren 
and Fountaim counties wae killed. Hessian 
fly was reported from southern Ilinols and 
ports of Missouri. An aha message re- 
ported considerable uneasiness among the 
farmers, resulting from the changing weather 
conditions, alternate freezing and thawing. 


Local provisions stocks were estimated by~

COMMERCE COMMISSIONER CLARK 
DISPOSES OF TWO ACTIONS. 


Decides for Holeomb-Hayes Cempany 
in Suit Against Illinois Central 
Ratlroad for Overcharge on Haul ot 
Ties—Company Admits Clerical 
Error—Application for Hearing on 
Alleged Discrimination Against 
Wells-Farge Company Dismissed. 


Interstate Commerce Commissioner BE. E. 
Clark held a session yesterday Judge 
Grosscup’s courtroom in the fed puild- 
ing to hear complaints against the Illinois 
Central railroad and the Wells- o Ex- 
press company, and incidentally broke the 
record for short sessions, disposing of both 
cases in nine minutes. 

The Holcomb-Hayes gompany brought 
complaint before the commission, accusing 


them 2 cents a tie on seventy-five cars of ties 
shipped from various points to Chicago, 
claiming a rate of 12 cents, whereas the rail- 
road charged 14 cents a tie. It was shown 
by the company that the rate of 14 cents was 
a clerical error, but at time the shipment 
was made the rate was effective and refund 
could not be made under the Hepburn bill 
without a ruling from the commission. Com- 
missioner Clark removed the disability and 
the railroad will refund the overcharge. 
The case of E. B. Grossman & Co., since re- 
tired from business, against the Wells-Fargo 
Express company was dismissed for want of | 
prosecution. Grossman & Co. claimed the 
express company discriminated against them 
in refusing to accept prepaid and C. O. D. 
shipments. 
Commissioner Clark will hold a session this 
morning to hear the complaint of the Wis- 
consin Bridge company against the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St, Paul railroad, alleging 
discrimination in rates on structural iron. 


W. P. A. Elects New Committee Head. 


The executive committee of the Western 
Passenger association elected A. H. Hanson) 
passenger traffic manager of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad, chairman of the committee. 
The matter of reduced rates for the sum- 
mer tourist was considered and the action of 
the general meeting im postponing all con- 
sideration until after the final disposition 
of the various 2 cent bills before the legisla- 
tures of several western states wae approved, 
Similar action was taken by the Transcon- 
tinental Passenger association. 
No Change in Grain Situation. 

The situation in the grain trade was not 
changed. The telegrams sent to the various 
eastern railroad presidents asking for cars 
brought a response from Joseph Wood, sec- 
ond vice president of the Pennsylvania com- 
pany, which had a tendency to make the 
grain men feel good. ‘“ Am arranging for 
special efforts to be made to get cars to Chi- 
cago to relieve the situation,” wired Mr. 
Wood, 

The real kernel of. the situation lies in the 
fact that the western roads hau! greater loaas 
than the eastern roads will carry out. Inthe 
west the unit was changed with the advance 
in the capacity of the cars and where a sale 
was 600 bushels it is now raised to 1,000, but 
the eastern consumer has not departed from 
the unit of twenty years ago and will not use 
more than loads under the old minimums. The 
result is that in many cases it takes two east- 
ern cars to carry out of Chicago what one 
western car brought in, hence the congestion 

Try More Rapid Unloading. 

The Demurrage association, which in- 
cludes all lines. has sought to relieve the 
grain situation by reducing the time for un- 
loading from five totwo days. This brought a 
protest from the grain men, who showed the 
elevators at Chicago were filled up and the 
railroads unable to handle the cara already on 
the ground with any dispatch.

* No,’ said Capt. Lee, “ this prisoner has 
a life sentence that the local justice cannot 
suspend. It’s a case where a pardon would 
do no good.”
